** ‘but it is not imminent, and the present 
dispute is not of sufficient gravity to 
precipitate it. Moreover, China is unpre- 
pared, and Japan has not recovered finan- 
cially from her last war. 

“War between China and Japan at the 
present time would be disastrous to both, 
Each country recognizes this fact. China 
could not possibly withstand the Japanese 
Army with the troops she now has under 
arms. Japan would come out of the war 
with her credit strained to the breaking 
point and with a fresh lot of complica- 
tions with the world powers. 

“The Mikado’s Government realizes 
that it cannot hope at present for popular 
approval for a war unless the honor of 
the nation is at stake or the country is 
threatened with invasion. Neither of 
‘these conditions exists. 

“As a matter of fact, the Tatsu Maru, 
which was believed to be carrying rifles 
and ammunition to Chinese rebels, was 
seized by China in the territorial waters 
of Portugal. The seizure was unlawful, 
and China, in all fairness, will have to 
return the vessel to the waters in which 
it was taken. It must look to the Bortu- 
guese Government to see that the muni- 
tions of war are not landed and turned 
over to the insurgents. 

“With these facts clea the position 
of Japan is seen at once. The Mikado’s 
Government has the whip-hand. It is 
entirely within its rights, although it 
may have been a trifle hasty in serving 
what amounts to an ultimatum in such 
@ trivial case as this appears to be.” 

That China is making ready’ for a 
titanic struggle is foreshadowed, in the 
opinion of the diplomatist who made the 
foregoing statement, in the preparations 
she is making for the formation of a pow- 
erful and carefully drilled army. This 
army, he says, is further advanced than 
is generally believed. With true Oriental 
dissemblance, the troops are not being re- 
cruited to a central body, but are being 
gathered in separate armies under the 
various Viceroys. There is little doubt 


expressed that when the time comes these 
armies will cease to be individual entities 
and will be quickly mobilized into a co- 
hesive whole. 

Although: seemingly little attempt is 
made to disguise the fact that it is build- 
ing up a fighting machine, China has 


moved toward the end with clever indi- 
rectness, THE Times's informant says. It 
has not turned over the task of whipping 
the men into shape to military instructors 
from any single nation. Japanese, Ger- 
man, French, and British officers have 
taught the infant army all they know. 
Now there is a movement under way to 
have instructors from «the Unietd States 
take the new troops in hand. The Japa- 
mese already have been quietly ousted. 

“The Chinese of to-day are very dif- 
ferent from the Chinese who fought Ja- 
Pan in 1894,”" the diplomatist continued, 
“There is*an aroused spirit of patriot- 
ism, a feeling of nationality that did not 
exist to any extent before, and the coun- 
try now has the confidence that comes 
with the knowledge that it is rapidly 
getting into a position where ‘t will cease 
to be the most defenseless big nation of 
the universe. 

“ Although China for centuries has been 
a nation of peace, it can prosuce good 
fighting men. It is true that a natiqh 
cannot be transformed in a generation but 
it has the material for soldiers. The Chi- 
nese have a certain amount of courage, 
their patriotism is growing, and they take 
readily to Western methods of warfare. 

“Given courage, good training, and 
brave and competent leaders, the Chi- 
nese army. will be formidable. The Chi- 
nese soldier can make phenomenally lon 
marches on the smallest rations, is inure 
to hardships, seldom shows fatigue, and 
- the Oriental contempt for death. He 

obedient and imitative. Altogether, he 
has all the qualities of a soldier, if he can 
shake off the effects of centuries of op- 
pression.”’ 

At both the Japanese and Chinese Em. 
bassies all inquirers to-day as to the sit- 
uation were received blandly and as 
blandly turned away. It is understood, 
however, that no orders have come for 
either Minister Wu Ting-Fang or the 
Japanese Ambassador. Each declines to 
discuss the probable outcome, but each 
also shows evident desire to minimize the 
situation.

PROTOS AIDS MOTOBLOC, 


Germans Then Leave French Com« 
panions and Will Push On.

ROCHELLE, Iil., March 8.—The Ger- 
man car which is competing tn the race 
around the world stopped here at 6:80 
o’clock to-night, after traveling forty 
miles through a sea of mud into which 
the rain had converted the roads. It 
spent last night outside of Geneva, and 
got away early this morning, intending 
to make a good day’s run, On arriving 
at Maple Park it found the Motobloc in 
distress and dragged it into De Kalb. 

The Germans remained only a few min- 
utes in De Kalb, and left at 2 o’clock. It 
took four hours for them to cover the 
seventeen miles to this place. The car, 
‘however, is in good shape, and Lieut. 
Koeppen will proceed to-morrow morning 


at 5 o’clock in the hope of getting as 
far as Cedar Rapids if possible. 

Lieut. Koeppen, with his new ohauf- 
feur, hopes to make up for the time lost 
on the road and to improve his position in 
the race by long, hard drives. He will 
get away at daylight every day, and, 
without stopping at midday, run as far 
as possible before dark. It is also in- 
tended to further lighten the car. 


STONE DISABLES MOTOBLOC. 


Picked Up in the Mud and Carried 
Into the Sprocket Wheel.

DE KALB, Ill, March 8.—The second 
French car in the New York to Paris 
race, the Motobloc, in charge of Baron 
Charles Godard, is disabled here. It ar- 
rived at 2 o'clock this afternoon, accom- 
panied by the German Protos car, which 
went on after a few minutes’ delay. THe 
Germans helped the disabled Frenchman 
to reach town, and left the Motobloc in 
a garage here for repairs. 

Baron Godard stated that the accident

The car was running along through the 
mud, which Godard says was sometimes 
fully three feet deep. The gravel in the 
{mud occasionally gave him trouble, but 
| until this stone became imbedded in the 
|chain he was not stopped. He thought 
at first that the Lt ee had been hope- 
| lessly damaged, but now believes that 
the injury can be repaired successfully. 
He is much discouraged by the succession

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PRUNING CITY'S DEBT 


TO GET NEW SUBWAYS 


Metz Says They May Be Ob- 
tained if Proper Law Is 
Passed at Albany. 


DEBT MARGIN IS $33,000,000 


if Revenue and Water Bonds Are Ex- 
cluded a Better Showing May Be 
Made—Some Debt Figures. 


Controller Metz issued a statement yes- 
terday in which he favors the construction 
of more subways in the city as a matter 
of actual necessity. He says that this 
can be done if the matter is gone about in 
the right way and the city is relieved 
from certain debts charged to it on ac- 
count of subways heretofore constructed 
so that the city may constitutionally bor- 
row more money. This, he says, can be 
done through the re-enactment of the 
Travis-Lee bill now in the Legislature, 
which provides for amending the Constl- 
tution so as to reach the end the Con- 
troller desires, 

The Controller says that the future of 
New York depends largely upon the de- 
velopment of the next ten, years, and an 
apparent requisite to this development is 
the extension of the Subway system. 

Talking of the subject yesterday, Con- 
troller Metz said: 

“ Acquisition of dock properties in the 
recent past, especially purchases now be- 
ing made along the South Brooklyn water 
front, assure the maritime and commer- 
cial pre-eminence of New York; but the 
greatest benefit from these advantages 
can only come through the perfection of 
transit facilities which will link the manu- 
facturing and trade centres of the city 
with those locations suited for the homes 
of the people. Unless the city improves 
its transit facilities to the maximum that 
part of the State of New Jersey adjacent 
to the City of New York is bound to re- 
cetve a large amount of the benefit of 
the growth of New York, for in the com- 
munication between this district and the 
city there is no restriction to the invest- 
ment of private capial.” 


Mets for Year by Year Cost of 
Subways. 


The Controller said that he had fre- 
quently urged the “year by year” cost 
of construction for subways instead of 
having the entire amount of cost being 
charged at one time. 

“The Bronx tg entitled to more trans- 
portation facilities—either elevated or 
subway,” said the Controller. “ The 
east side is entitled to a subway, al- 
though it is an open question whether a 
Lexington Avenue line could be called 
an east side line. Brooklyn is entitled 
to its Fourth Avenue and Coney Island 
lines,; a8 well as the Flatbush, Lafayette, 
and, Broadway extensions, and with these 
lines’ at comparatively small cost, a 
great many more people will be accom- 
modated at once than will live in the en- 
tire Bronx in the next five years.” 

Commenting on the finances of the city, 
Controller Metz said: 

“The Constitution of the State of New 
York lays down the dictum that no city 
Shall] be allowed to become indebted, for 
any purpose in any manner, to an amount 
which, including the existing indebted- 
ness, shall exceed 10 per centum of the as- 
sessed valuation of the real estate of 
such city subject to taxation. The Con- 
stitution, however, makes certain excep- 
tions to this provision, whereby the 
amount of all county bonds and of 
water debt incurred since Jan. 1, 1904, 
is excluded from ranking against the 
city’s legal right to become further in- 
debted, There is also to be considered as 
a credit and to be deducted from the 
funded debt of the city, such amount of 
same as is held as investments by the city 
in its own saking fund. With these im- 
portant factors always held in view, an 
intelligent appreciation may be had of 
the fundamental principles which neces- 
sarily underlie the compilation of a state- 
ment designed for the purpose of differ- 
entiating between the city’s debt and that 
portion of such which, under the consti- 
tutional provisions, ranks against its legal 
right to become further indebted, 

“Ten per cent. of the present assessed 
valuation of taxable realty within the cor- 

rate limits of New York City equals 

624,048,060. The net debt of the city, or 
the amount which, under the Constitu- 
tion, ranked against the 10 r cent. of 
its assessed valuation of taxable realty, ig 
$596,352,320, and therfore giving the city a 
see borrowing margin at Jan. 1, 1908 of 
$27,695,740. 


A Narrow Margin to Work On, 


“The assessed valuations of taxable 
realty for 1908 will not be finally deter- 
mined until during July, and these will, in 
all probability, not add much more than 
$49,000,000 to the city’s legal borrowing 
capacity, if it even reaches that amount. 
Yet, on the other hand, there is already 
@ prospective and urgent additional lia- 
bility of $17,000,000 which will become a 
charge against this credit. This $17,000,- 
000 consists of $11,000,000 urgently de- 
manded for schoolhouses and $6,000,000 
for necessary dock purposes. The pros- 
pective margin of $50,000,000 will be re- 
duced to $33,000,000 by debt already prac. 
tically incurred, and to meet which funds 
must be found. This 1s a relatively smal] 
margin to provide for such additional con. 
tingencies as will undoubtedly arise dur- 
ing the current year.’’ Controller Metz 
is asking the Corporation Counsel for an 
opinion as to whether the water bonds 
held by the soning Fund and the revenye 
bonds can be excluded from this figure, 
Until the present time it has been the 
custom of the Finance Department, {tn 
making the calculation, to {nclude these 
bonds, but Controller Metz is hoping to 
owe an opinion that they may be ex. 
cluded,

OPPOSE PURCHASE 
OF STRINWAY TUBE 


Utilities Board Expected to Re- 
ject the Offer of the Bel- 
mont Interests. 


THE CITY CANNOT AFFORD IT 


Plans Under Consideration to Use It in 
Connection with New Subway Route 
—Third Track on Elevated Lines. 


Action will be taken by the Public Serv- 
ice Commission this week on the proposal 
}of the Belmont interests to the city to 
buy the Steinway tunnel. The commis- 
sion will not advocate the purchase of 
the property. The effect of such action as 
the commission may take will be to reject 
the company’s offer for the time being. 

The main argument advanced against 
the proposal is that the city has little 
money to spend on rapid transit, and that 
the purchase of the tunnel, under the cir- 
cumstances, would be a poor investment. 

Notwithstanding the attitude of the 

commission, plans are on foot to use the 
tunnel before long, though the time at 
which these plans may be carried out, will 
depend largely on the change that takes 
place in the city’s finances in the next 
few months. These plans contemplate 
laying out an entirely new Subway route, 
part of which will embrace the Steinway 
tunnel. This tunnel, if the plans men- 
tioned go through, may be easily put into 
operation in advance of the rest of the 
route, which, of course, will have to be 
constructed by the city. 
.Just.what direction this new route will 
take,cannot be learned. It will be an en- 
tirely separate proposal from any of the 
subways so far planned, though it will be 
so constructed as to form an integral 
part, eventually, of the general subway 
system which the commission insists it 
will put through in this city in course of 
time. 

The commission is proceeding along 
definite lines in laying out subways. It 
has approved the Fourth Avenue subway 
for Brooklyn, originally laid out by the 
old Rapid Transit Board. It has laid out 
the Broadway and Lexington Avenue 
route for Manhattan. The next route to 
be laid out will concern the Borough of 
Queens as far as practicable, and will 
take in the Steinway tunnel, while possi- 
bly embracing, as well, the new Black- 
well’s Island Bridge, now nearing comple- 
tion. 

While the Public Service Commission 
will lay out these routes, there is little 
prospect of their being built for a while, 
and it is extremely likely that the Stein- 
way tunnel will lie idle for some months 
at least, merely for lack of money and 
because of the attitude of the members of 
the Board of Estimate. 

It is the opinion among those who 
watch the transit situation closely that 
there will be no more subways begun in 


this city for at least two years.. The 
next transit improvement of any import- 


ance, will, almost certainly, be the third-/ 


tracking of the east side elevated lines. 
The Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany asked for permission to raise $55,- 
000,000 by issuing securities the other day, 
and it is generally understood that part 
of this money will be used for the con- 
struction of additional tracks on the lines 
dicated.

relief that will be afforded the travel- 
ing public in the next few years will be 
afforded seelr hea mpof tvkobh- 

the improvement of the subway service 
due to the changes to be made at Ninety- 
sixth Street, which have already been 
authorized, and the third-tracking of the 
two elevated lines in Second and Third 
Avenues.

Dr. Van Eeden Tells Civic Forum 
the Time Is Now Ripe 
for Communism. 


ALL FEEL NEED OF CHANGE 


Ideal Community Would Be Assured, 
He Declares, if Men Gave It as Much 
Attention as the Panama Canal. - 


Frederick Van Heden, the Dutch poet 
and leader in practica] communism, ad- 
dressed the Civic Forum last night in 
Carnegie Hall. A large audience listened 
with rapt attention to what he had to 
say on “ Practical Communism—Work 
and Bread.”

ALFONSO GOES T0-DAY 
10 CITY OF BOMBS 


Unterrified by Placarded Threats 
Against His Life, He Is to 
Visit Barcelona. 


SPANISH PUBLIC ANXIOUS 


Cabinet, However, Believes the King 
May Safely Keep His Engagement— 
Think His Going Good Politics. 


MADRID, March 8.—King Alfonso will 
leave here to-morrow night for Barcelona, 
but the strictest secrecy is observed as 
to which of the two routes the royal! train 
will take. In the opinion of the public, the 
King’s visit is foolhardy, but the Cab- 
inet believes the danger has been exag- 
gerated, and that the visit will prove ben- 
efitia] politically. Queen Victoria will not 
accompany the King. 


BARCELONA, March 8—The city is 
being extensively decorated, and no offi- 
cial efforts will be spared to give King 
Alfonso a creditable and enthusiastic re- 
ception on his arrival here on Tuesday. 

Nevertheless, the greatest concern is 
felt for the King’s safety, owing to the 
activity of the Catalonian revolutionists 
and Anarchists, who recently have created 
almost a reign of terror in this city. There 
have been five bomb explosions here since 
Jan. 1, and not a single culprit has been 
caught, 

Only a few days ago placards were 
posted throughout Barcelona that an at- 
tempt would be made upon the life of the 
King should be carry out his determina- 
tion of visiting this city. The placards 
were torn down by the police, but the fear 
that an outrage will be attempted re- 
mains. ; 

Gen. Linares, who was in command of 
the Spanish forces at Santiago and who 

.| is now Captain General of Catalonia, will 
be in supreme command of the military 
arrangements, and in conjunction with 
Inspector Arrow, late of Scotland Yard 
and now Chief of Police here, is taking 
every precaution to Insure the safety of 
the King, who will be his personal guest. 

In addition to the troops who will line 
the routes wherever the King goes, prac- 
tically all the civil guards in Spain, except 
detachments in Andalusia, gre concen- 
trated here, and 800 police have been spe- 
cially drafted for this service. 

Secret instructions have been issued to 
the police to search all persons wearing 
long Spanish capes, under which, as was 
the case in the Lisbon tragedy, arms 
might be concealed. s

Mexico Gets £5,560 on Account of a 
Very Old Clalm. 


CITY OF MEXICO, March 8—After a 
delay of over four years, Venezuela has 
finally fade the ‘first payment on the 
Mexican claim for $300,000, a draft for 
£5,560 having been received by the Mex- 
ican Government yesterday. The origin 
of the claim was a loan made to Colombia 
about the middle of the last century, at 
a time when Venezuela and Colombia 
were united. When the two nations be- 
came separated Venezuela assumed re- 
sponsibility of the Mexican loan, which 
Castro eventually repudiated.

The decision was fa- 
vorable to Mexico, but Castro refused to 
accept it and appealed to The Hague 
Court, which ree the first decision. 

Venezuela has at last decided to liqui- 
date the claim, her plan being to make 
monthly payments.

LONDON, March 9.—There is a proba-

JEROME’S OFFICE SAYS 


Saar 
Henneberry's Report Shows 28 
Per Cent. More Indictments 
Last Year Than in 1906. 


COURT CALENDAR CROWDED 


And the Tombs Has More Prisoners 
Than in Last Eight Years—Big De- 
crease In Gambling Convictions. 


The annual report of John A. Henne- 
berry, Chief Clerk in the offfe of Dis- 
trict Attorney Jerome. shows a constder- 
able increase in practically all the more 
notorious. crimes in 1907 over 1906, and a 


steady increase {n most crimes in the last 
eight years. It also shows, by the stand- 
ing calendar, a very. marked increase in 
the number of cases kept waiting by rea- 
4on of the pressure of work. 

According to this report, the number of 
cases originating in th¢ City Magistrates’ 
courts and with the Grand Jury was.5,237 
in 1906 and 6,586 in 1907, an increase of 
26 per cent. The indictments filed by the 
Grand Jury in A90T exceed those of 1906 
28 per cent., there being 1,179 more in- 
dictments in 1907 than in 1908. 

The number of indictments disposed of 
In the Court of General Sessions and the 
Criminal Branch of the Supreme Court 
was 359 greater than in .the previous 
year. Altogether the number of cases 
disposed of in all the criminal courts is 
greater in AN07 than in 1906 by 972. The 
number of convictions in the past year 
was 582! as compared with 464 in 1906. 
This is greater’ by 31 than the highest 
number hitherto recorded, that of 1901, 
when there were 551 convictions. 

Court Calendar Crowded. 


During the year just passed the records 
of the District Attorney's office show a 
greater number of court cases disposed of 
than in any former year, and yet at-the 
end of the year there remained the high 
figure of 1,288 cases still waiting. The 
number of prisoners in the Tombs shows 
an. increase proportionate to the number 
of cases, the average number dally being 
280, a higher figure than in any previous 
year of the Jerome administration. 

Mr. Henneberry points out theginade- 
quacy of the trial courts to handle the 
vast number of criminal cases by show- 
ing that the “average dally number on 
the calendar was 897 in 1907, an increase 
of 322 over 1906. 

According to the Chief Clerk’s report, 
the impossibility of keeping up with this 
increase in the number of cases, being 
realized in the District Attorney’s office, 
led to the passing of several acts: by the 
Legislature. One of these created a fifth 
part for the Court of General Sessions; 
another created two additional Judges 
for this court and provided that during 
the, Summer months three parts of the 
court instead of two, as previously, shall 
remain in session, and a third provided 
for the empaneling of an extra General 
Sessions Grand Jury. 

The effect of these laws cannot yet be 
adequately measured, for they did not go

What the Bills Provide. 


Both bills provide (1) that painful ex- 
periments upon living animals shall be 
performed only under the authority of a 
properly incorporated medical society, 
the: State Commissioner of Health or a 
City Health Board; (2) that the building 
in which such experiments are carried on 
shall be registered and licensed for the 
experiments; (3) that the animal shall be 
thoroughly under an anaesthetic during 
the experiment—curare, a muscle paraly- 
zer, not being considered an anaesthetic | 
under the bill; (4) that seriously injured 
animals shall be killed while still under 
the anaesthetic; (5) that such experiments | 
shall be made only for the advancement 
of medical knowledge, and not to illus- 
trate facts already proved. 

There is a clause in both bills exempting 
from these provisions inoculation experi- | 
ments for the purpose of obtaining serums 
and anti-toxins. A Judge or Justice of a/| 
court of record may also order any vivi- 
section experiment necessary in a criminal 
case, without regard to the licensing | 
clause. The penalty for violation is from 
$100 to $509 fine, or not less than sixty | 
days imprisonment. Reports on animal! 
experiments must be made to the State | 
Health Commissioner.

Vivisection Law in England. 


The English law upon which these bills 
were modeled absolutely forbids vivisec- 
tion except under license from the Secre- 
tary of State or under certain circum- 
stances by a Judge, or to acquire manual 
skill or as a public exhibition. A special 
certificate revokable at the discretion of 
the Home Secretary, must be filed for 
experiments when other than a specified 
selentific object is sought; or, when the 
animal is not under complete anaes- 
thesa; or, when it is not lied before 
recovery from the anaesthetic; or, when 
the vivisection. illustrates lectures; or, 
when the subject is a dog, cat, horse, 
ass, or mule, 

Certificates and license applications 
must be signed by the President of one 
of the thirteen learned societies and by 4 
medical rofessor. Certificates must 
show that insensibility would frustrate 
the object of the experiment; that they 
are necessary to test a new discovery, 
and that it is necessary to the experiment 
that the subject be the particular kind 
of animal involved. Experiments before 
students must be made under anaesthet- 


cs. 
Buildings used for vivisection must be 
registered and reports on experiments 
filed. The penalty for violation is se- 
vere—$250 fine for a first offense and $500 
or three months’ imprisonment for subse- 
quent offenses. But before prosecuting 
an alleged offender who is licensed the 
rmission of the authorities must be ob- 
ined. 
This has been the law in England for 
more than thirty years. Inspectors ap- 
olnted by the Home Office see to its en- 
orcement. In this country practically 
none of the States restricts vivisection, a 
fact which aroused some comment at the 
recent sessions of the Royal Commission. 
The fate of the pending bills depends 
largely on Wednesday's hearing. The 
medical societies are confident of bein 
able to defeat them. The advocates o 
the measures believe that an appeal to 
the compassion of the legislators at Al- 
bany ought to result in the adoption of a 
vivisection regulation act, and they are 
of opinion that, if adopted. the Governor 
will sign it.

FOR FEDERAL BILL 


Big Delegation Will Appear Be- 
fore Judiciary Committee at 
Hearing This Week. 


WHAT THE LAW’ PROVIDES 


Will Benefit Tourists In Supplying Uni- 
form Registration Through- 
out the Country. 


A big delegation of automobilists, rep- 
resenting over a dozen States and more 
than a score of clubs affiliated with the 
American Automobile Association, will 
go to Washington this week to attend the 
hearing on the Federal Registration bill 
before the Judiciary Committee of the 
House of Representatives. The hearing |

several details of the bill and outline the 
course of argument to be taken at the 
formal hearing. President William H. 
Hotchkiss of the A. A. A. and Charles T. 
Terry, Chairman of the Legislative Board, 
who drew up the bill, will be the chief 
speakers in favor of the new act. Con- 
gressman Cocks of Long '‘sland intro- 
duced the bill in Congress, aud he has 
taken an active part in favor of the bill.

In these respects it provides for a uniform 
National law which will supersede the dil- 
verse State regulations when such State 
laws result in the imposition of as many 
different taxes as there are States 
ream which the tourist may wish to 
travel, thereby forcing him to procure 
new numbers for his car. The law bg 
vides for a single registration fee of $5, 
provided at the same time the owner has 
complied with the law of the State in 
which he resides. The owner will, there- 
| fore, be compelled to carry the number 
| procured from his home State, but after 
this has been done his Federal identifi- 
cation number will give all of the priv- 
ileges of touring without hindrance in any 
other States of the Union, and he will be 
| freed from the trouble of applying for |

to foster the Chinese system of guaran- 
teeing bank deposits in the United States. 


The Chinese system of guaranteeing 
bank deposits is, in case of bank fail- 
ures, to Include the bank officers’ 
heads with the assets. Thus the de- 
positors are paid in satisfaction if not 
in cash, with the result, they do say 
more or less authentically, that no bank 
has failed to repay depositors in a 
thousand years. The arrangement now 
under consideration at Washington, on 
the contrary, gives a close imitation of 
an attempt to enable bank officers to 
exchange liquid assets for fixed—very 
fixed—investments, at somebody élse’s

Neither of these faults should exist In a 
community properly governed, and in 
most large cities both are expressly for- 
bidden by law. In many rural districts 
these and gimilar defects do exist, chiefly 
on account of the lack of funds necessary 
for fireproof construction. A non-fire- 
proof school, like the one in question, 
would cost from 25 per cent. to 80 per 
cent. less than a fireproof building, and 
the temptation to economize is great. 
That the architects and buliders of the 
North Collinwood sdhool conformed to 
the laws is not doubted. Probably they 
were” required by the town to erect the 
school as it was built and are blameless. 
Such disasters are possible, then, until 
proper building laws shall be enacted by 
State jegislators. Towns suffering from 
lack of funds cannot be expected to en- 
force these laws, and a rigid State in- 
spection is essential. In spite of the plea 
of poverty, towns must be forced to build 
properly, and it is doubtful if they will 
voluntarily do go without rigid State in- 
spection.

D., President of’ the Faculty of 
che New York Post Graduate Medical 
school and Hospital, originator of post- 
graduate medical instruction in this coun- 
try and one of the leading authorities on 
diseases of the eye and ear in the United 
States, died sudderily yesterday morning 
at his home, 20 East Thirtieth Street. 
Beyond a slight indisposition, Dr. Roosa 
had been in good health for several 
months, He arose ag tsual yeaterday 
morning and went to his bath. 

As he stepped into his room half an 
hour later he fell to floor and died imme- 
diately. According to Dr. Bache Emmet, 
who lived next door to Dr. Roosa and was 
one of his closest friends, death was due 
to a complication of heart trouble and 
Bright's disease, , 

Dr. Roosa had received in his youth 
the best medical instruction both in this 
country and abroad, and was considered 
one of the leading surgeons of the coun- 
try. In his qpectalty he was an indispu- 
cable authority, and besides being Phe 
leading instructor in diseases of the eye 
and ear in this soyntey, e had written 
many books on the subject. 

Dr. Roosa was born in Bethel, Sullivan 
County, N, Y., ay 4, 1 the son of 
Charlies Baker and Amelia Himer Foster 
Roosa. He was the great-grandson of 
Isaac A. Roosa, a Lieutenant in a New 
York regpment in the Continental Army. 

Gen. eard of the Continental Army 
wag one of his ancestors. After attend- 
ing the district schools in his native vil- 
lage he went to the academies at Monti- 
cello, N, Y¥,, and Hon Penn., and 
entered Yale in 1856. He left the uni- 
versity after a few months on account of 
his health, but continued to study under 
a tutor, and the next year entered the 
medical department of New York Uni- 
versity. He also took special courses in 
the laboratory of Dr. Jo: W. Draper. 

After graduating from the university, 
in 1860, he was made Assistant House 
Surgeon at the New York Hospital, but 
volunteered in April of the next year and 
joined the Fifth Regiment, N. G.'S. N.Y. 
as Assistant Surgeon. After serving his 
term of enlistment he went to Europe and 
spent a year studying in the chief oph- 
thalmic clinics in Vienna and Berlin. Re- 
turning to this country in May, 1868, he 
re-enlisted as Surgeon of the Twelfth 
Regiment, N, G. 8. N. Y., serving with 
them in Pennsylvania in the Confederate 
invasion, and at the time of the Battle 
of Gettysburg. After the war he returned 
to this city and began private practice in 
his specialty. 

Soon after this he filled in succession 
the place of Aural Surgeon at the New 
York Bye and Har Infirmary, and Pro- 
fessor of Diseases of the Hye and Bar 
in the New York University, at the Uni- 
versity of Vermont, and in the Post- 
Graduate Medical School, which place he 
filled at the time of his death. He had 
also been President of the Faculty from 
its organization, twenty-five years ago. 

Dr. Roosa was President of the New 
York State Medieal Society in 1879, of the 
International Otological Society in 1876, 
of the American Otological Soclety, and 
Honorary Vice President of the Interna- 
tional Ophthalmological Society in 1894. 
He was President of the New York Acad- 
emy of Medicine in 1893-94, and one of the 
surgeons and founders of the Manhattan 
Eye and Har Hospital. 

is principal. contributions to medical 
literature were a translation of “ Troltsch 
on the Bye” from the German; in col- 
laboration with Dr. C. E. Hackley and 
Dr. Charles Stedman Bull, “ Stellwag on 
the Bye"; “ Vest Pocket Medical Lexi- 
con,” “ Treatise on the Ear,” “The Old 
Hospital and Other Papers,” “ Clinical 
Manual of the Diseases of the Eye,” “A 
Doctor’s Suggestions,” and “On the Ne- 
cessity of Wearing Glasses.” The “ Treat- 
ise on the Bar’’ was republished in Lon- 
don and translated into German. Besides 
these works he was a frequent contribu; 
tor to medical journals and magazines. 

He was a member of the Union League 
Club, and for years one of the grineipal 
members of the Committee on Political 
Reform. He was also a member of the 
Society of the Sons of the Revolution, the 
St. Nicholas ang the Holland Societies, 
and President of the latter In 1896. e 
received a degree of M. A. from Yale in 
1872. and an LL. D. from the University 
of Vermont in 1880, 

Dr. Roosa was twice married. His first 
wife was Mary Hoyt Blake, daughter of 
Stephen M. Blake of this city. She died 
in 1878, and the next year he married 
Mrs. Sarah Elisabeth Howe paugnter of 
Eder V. Haughwot, also of this city. She 
survives him. The doctor leaves no chil- 
dren. 

The funeral will be held on Tuesday 
morning at 10 o’clock at the Marble Col- 
Jegiate Church, the Rev. Dr. Burrell of- 
ficiating. *

A year from now it 
may be hard to find a “ Beautiful Cloak 
Model,” a “Poor Servant Girl,” or a 
“Saleslady”’ in the entire collection of 
melodrama titles, 

There.is no hetter authority on melo- 
dramas than Charles B, Blaney, who has 
made a fortune as a manager of these 
lower grade companies. Yet it must be 
remembered that Mr. Blaney has “ always 
tried to give them something a little bet- 
ter’? than some of the other managers, 


and has had special success with Western 
and war dramas. 

“This has been a bad season, and it \* 
not to be entirely explained by the busi- 
ness depression,’ says Mr. Blaney, “ Of 
course it has been a bad year for the- 
atricalg generally, and we have been hit 
as well ag other people. Yet, in gpite of 
everything, we notice that the people 
come as generously as ever to the show, 
which they seem really to like. 

“The scarcity of money hag made 
theatregoing more of a luxury for ‘de 
gang,’ which goes to see the cheap shows, 
anf has made all the patrons more care- 
ul. 

“T ought to know about melodrama, 
for I spend two weeks y every month 
traveling and visiting all my shows to 
see how they are doing. [am convinced 
that the public as a whole is getting 
tired of the rougher melodrama.”

Securities Markets Firm—The Case 
for Optimism. 


Barring Saturday’s short session of 
the Stock Exchange, when a sharp rise 
in prices followed the announcement 
that the Knickerbocker Trust Company, 
the first institution to close its doors 
in the “ October panic,”” would resume 
business on March 26, securities mar- 
kets displayed again last week the same 
stolidity toward wens developments, 
good, bad, and indifferent, they have 
observed since the middle of February. 
For the third consecutive week the

EQUIPMENT STANDARDS. 


Methods Prevalling on the Harriman 
Lines. 


W. V. 8S. Thorne, director of purchases 
of the Harriman lines, in a paper read at 
the last meeting of the New York Rail- 


road °Club, outlined the work that has 


been done toward the standardization of 
equipment on the Harriman lines. He 
| brought out clearly the degree to which 
|; the equipment of these lines has been 
brought within a few standards, and at 
the same time gave some account of the 
methods by which the Harriman systems 
had been brought to a common plane in 
the matter of standards of all classes of 
equipment. 

| In order to be able to obtain at, the 
‘least cost and without undue delay the 
| particular types of equipment desired 
with the fittings approved by the me- 
chanical departments of the Harriman 
systems the director of purchases under- 
takes to supply to car and locomotive 
manufacturers a large part of the special 
fittings, which the system buys in large 
quantities and which it is in a better po- 
sition to get at low cost and promptly 
than would be individual manufacturers 
of equipment. It is stated that the spe- 
cial fittings purchased in this way direct 
by the railroad and supplied to the manu- 
facturers of cars and locomotives amount 
in value from 20 to 30 per cent. of the cost | 
of freight cars, 30 to 40 per cent, of the | 
cost of passenger cars, and 12 to 15 per 
cent. of the cost of locomotives.

PENNSYLVANIA’S MILEAGE. 


Vast Extent of Lines of Country’s 


‘Largest System. 

The importance of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad system, which last week issued 
its annual report for 1907, as this is in- 
dicated by the vastness of the system, is 
well illustrated by the figures in the an- 
nual “Record of Transportation Lines,” 
compiled by the Maintenance of Way De- 
partment of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
system. This year’s issue of this report 
was made public last week. It shows that 
the system has a total] mileage of 11,080, 
of which 6,155 are located east of Pitts- 
burg and Erie and 4,925 west of Pitts- 
burg. 

The lines penetrate thirteen States and 
the District of Columbia, the greatest 
mileage being in Pennsylvania, where the 
system has 4,067 miles of line. Ohio is 
second with 1,831 miles, and Indiana is 
third with 1,542 miles. There are 823 
miles of line in New York and 772 miles 
in New Jersey. Illinois has 635 miles, 
Maryland 558, Michigan 435, and Deld- 
ware 274 miles. In the District of Co- 
lumbia and each of the States of Ken- 
tucky, Missouri, Virginia, and West Vir- 
ginia—termini of different portions of 
the system—the mileage is less than 100. 

The. total trac e of the system 
amounts to 23,572 les, of which 13,788 
are east of Pittsburg and 9,784 are west 
of that point. The intensive development 
of the system, to meet the requirements 
of commerce in recent years, is to be 
seen in the fact that while the mileage 
has increased only 518 since Dec, 81, ee 
the total trackage has _ increased 
miles.

VISIONARY, SAYS LITTLETON 


Lawyer Brands Soctalism as an Im- 
| practical Effort to Tear Down 
r Instead of to Bulld Up. 


; Special to The New York Times. 

NEW ROCHELLH, March 8.—Socilalism 
against individualism was debated be- 
tween Martin W. Littleton and Franklin 
HH. Wentworth of Boston at the People’s 
Forum here this afternoon. Nearly 3,000 
persons listened to the debate, while 1,000 
more struggled vainly to get in. 

Morris Hillquit, the east side Socialist, 
presided. Mr. Wentworth, who opened 
the debate, said that President Roose- 
velt was making a brave fight for the 
middle class, but the Socialists were not 
interested in his success, because he did 
not want to change the present system, 
but’ only divide the plunder of the rich 
man and the trusts a little more evenly. 

“The principal instinct of mankind,”, 
eaid Mr. Wentworth, “seems to be a de- 
gire to retain the good-will and good opin- 
fon of his fellow-creatures. EXven when 
men have become vastly riah by plunder- 
ing their fellow-men they generally try 
to buy back their good-will by the prac- 
tice of making enormous gifts to the 
public. 

*T eannot think of @ more. pathetic 
figure in public Iffe to-day than Mr, 
Rockefeller, but he is only one of that 
class of men who have won at the game 
that we are all playing. 

“We Socialists merely want to change 
the game. We don't want to attack such 
men eas Mr. Rockefeller or Mr. Carnegie. 
.for they are only the same evidence of 
disease as the child of the sweatshop. 
They are like overgrown schoolboys who 
have won all the marbles, and, no longer 
finding any one to play with, they want to 

_ give them back.” 

Mr. Wentworth held up Edison and 
Marconi ag the type of men that Soctlal- 
ists should admire and emulate. He said 
that they had given thelr ideas and in- 
ventions to the world and kept for them- 
selves only a modest return. The Social- 
ists’ belief, he said, was not the survival 
of the fittest, but that all should be fitted 
to survive. 

“ Material things are not the real things 
of life,” continued Mr. Wentworth. “ Why 
should men struggle for that which they 
cannot use? What would you think of a 
man who weuld go down the street with 
two or three hats on his head? 

“We believe that the present civiliza- 
tion, with all its grandeur, is without a 
soul. The Socialists do not expect that 
the Government will compel people to do 
good. But we want the Government so 
organized that it will permit people to do 
good. Under our present system the Gov- 
ernment is the instrument of the strong- 
est, by which they too often kill off the 
weak. We demand the equality of oppor- 
tunity.” 

Mr. Littleton branded Socialism as 
visionary at the start and contrary to the 
natural laws of the universe. 
* “Sovialism,’’ he said, “instead of 
putting the low up and making them 

ual with the high, would pull down the 
bie to the level of the low. We must 
net hold back the strong men for the 
‘weak ones. 


“Every man can only earn his bread 
by the sweat of his face. Eve man 
earns his bread Soroush not only his 
muscle, but his brain, If Socialism is to 
prevail idleness will be universal, because 
one-half of the world is lazy and the 
ether half would be lazy if it was not 
afraid of starvation. I cannot even con- 
ceive myself doing much work under 
such a system.”

DYNAMITE UNDER NEW BRIDGE 


Foreman Scents a Plot to Blow Up 
Blackwell's Island Structure. 


John C. Jay, Jr., the New York rep- 
resentative of. the Pennsylvania Steel 
Company, which is doing the steel work 
on the $16,000,000 Blackwell’s Island 
Bridge, will begin to-day an investigatiqn 
of the story about the finding of eight 
sticks of dynamite on Friday under the 
western plier of the bridge on the island. 

The Williams Engineering and Con- 
struction Com is doing the stone work 
for the bridge, a Charles Sawyer, one 
of its foremen, says that on Friday he 
found eight sticks of dynamite wrapped 
in a paper and a pair of overalls, under 
the pier on the island nearest to Man- 
hattan. ; 

The dynamite lay where a biock of 
granite might easily have slipped down 
on it, and Sawyer believes that the 
shock of the explosion would have caused 
the central span, now almost completed, 
to collapse into a tangled mass of steel. 
Sawyer threw the dynamite into the 
river. 

The Pennsylvania Steel Company has 
had a great deal of trouble with the trade 
unions. The building of the Blackwell's 
Island Bridge has been held up time and 
again since it was started in 1901. The 
unions have fought against the open shop 
plan of work there.

FOR CITY CAR LINES 


Receivers Say City Railway Issue 
of Certificates Will Quickly 
improve the Service. 


BARN FIRES A HEAVY BLOW 


$11,000,000 Worth of Property Must Be 
Safeguarded and New Cars and 
Repairs Are Needed. 


Adrian H. Joline and Douglas Robin- 
son, receivers of the New York City 
Railway, filed with Judge Lacombe in 
the United States Circuit Court on Sat- 
uirday_a petition asking authority to is- 
sue receivers’ certificates to the amount 
of $3,500,000 to. meet pressing needs for 
new cars, car barns, repairs to tracks, 
and other necessary additions and im- 
provements to the street railway system. 

The receivers promise a better car ser- 
vice in many respects if the court grants 
the order. The receivers had originally 
asked to be allowed to incura debt of 
2,500,000, but the recent fire in the First 
Avenue car barns necessitated an addi- 
tion of $1,000,000 of debt. 


The petition sets forth that the earn- | iak 


ings of the system are not sufficient to 
pay for the improvements called for. 
The estimated excess of gross receipts 
over operating expenses to July 1 next is 
$1,552,000, which would be considerably 
reduced, the petition says, were the com- 
pany required by the Public Service 
Board to operate a fixed number of cars 
“fn excess of the requirements of the 
public.” Such an order was given on 
Dec. 27 last, the receivers heing required 
to operate a fixed number of cars dur- 
ing certain hours entirely irrespective of 
the weather and demands of the traffic, 
with the result, the receivers state, of a 
practical waste of $250,000 annually, 

The receivers say that they have con- 
tracted for 155 cars of the pay-as-you- 
enter model and other cars costing $1,200,- 
000. Then there is $507,000 needed to pa 
for sprinkler apparatus in car barns, 
which the insurance companies say must 
be installed in view of the numerous 
fires in the companies’ barns in the last 
two years. On this head the receivers 
say that $11,000,000 worth of property is 
thus exposed to loss by fire. They add: 

This fire hazard jeopardizes the most essential 
parts of our service. Should fnother con- 
flagration occur the very heart and vitals of 
the system are likely to be affected, with the 
result of most disastrous inroads upon our rev- 
enue. To provide against and minimize this 
present and ever-threatening peril the expendi- 
ture of considerable sums is absolutely essen- 
tial. 

The uneasiness of the fire insurance 
companies on this fire danger is cited, 
and the receivers say a suit they have 
brought against the Metropolitan Securi- 
ties Company for $4,964,000 damages, 
claimed on a breach of agreement made in 
May last year for the repayment of ad- 
vances by the City Ratlway Conipany to 
the Metropolitan. The necessity for issu- 
ing receivers’ certificates, it is stated, 
arises in a large measure from the breach 
of this agreement. If the money is re- 
covered it can be used to pay off the re- 
ceivers’ certificates. 

Judge Lacombe has set Thursday, March 
19, for a hearing on the motion for the 
issuance of the certificates.

About 8 o'clock last night Thurston wags 
called to the front door of his home, He 
opened the door, and upon looking out 
in the darkness he culd see no one. He 
stepped out on the porch, and as he did 
so there was a report of a pistol, and he 
staggered back into the house. The ex- 
plosion of the pistol had alarmed his wife 
and neighbors, and when he entered the 
lighted kitchen with blood streaming 
down his face Mrs. Thurston fainted.

Rival Trust Companies Able to 
Wean Away Only 3 Per Cent. 
of Company's Patrons. 


MAY NAME BOARD TO-DAY 


Herbert L. Satterlee Tells of the Pe- 
cullariy Sound Condition of Com- 
pany—No Ald from Wall Street. 


Depositors In the Knickerbocker Trust 
Company have been besieged since last 
October by representatives of other trust 
companies who sought to profit by the 
embarrassment of their rival, by getting 
the Knickerbocker’s patrons to promise 
to transfer their business to them. But 
in spite of this only 3 per cent. of the 
Knickerbocker’s 17,000 or more depositors 
have gone elsewhere. This was made 
known yesterday by Herbert L. Satterlee, 
head of the committee which brought 
about the dissolution of the receivership 
and’assured its reopening on March 26. 

“And this 8 per eent. of the Knicker- 
| bocker’s patrons who have been gotten by 
| other trust companies are persons who 
| were obliged to realize at once on thelr 
; deposits and had to contract loans with 
other companies,’ said Mr. Satterlee. 
“The action of rival companies to get 
the Knickerbocker’s patrons away was 
legitimate business, I suppose. It has not 
;hurt the Knickerbocker to any appre- 
| clable extent.” 
| By ietter and by personal solicitation 
the suspended trust company's patrons 
have been appPoached. Mr. Satterlee 
| talked at length yesterday of the Knick- 


|erbocker’s plans for the future and of | 


the great amount of detail which would 
have to he accomplished before the re- 
opening of the trust company for busi- 
ness. When asked what amount the 
j three receivers would get in fees for the 
few months’ work they have done since 
their appointment, Mr. Satterlee said he 
had not figured out. the amount, but 
it was likely that an understanding would 
be arrived at with the receivers, and that 
the court would later be asked to appro- 
priate a certain sum for their services.

May Announce New Board To-day. 


Mr. Satterlee said that it was likely the 
new Board of Directors of the Knicker- 
bocker would be announced to-day or to- 
morrow by the Voting Trustees. Ag to 
who would be on the new board he said 
he had no idea, and he was equally in 
the dark as to who the company’s new 
President would be. He thought, how- 
ever, that the personnel of the new board 
had probably been made up and that Su- 
perintendent of Banks Clark Willams 
probably knew the personnel of the board 
before he consented to the company’s 
plan for resuming business. 

“There will be no run on the Knicker- 
bocker Trust Company when its doors 
open for business at noon on Thursday, 
March 26," said Mr. Satterlee. ‘‘ There is 
no possibility by which a run might be 
started. The plan for resumption pre- 
cludes that. The date and hour at which 
the company will resume was suggested 
by Supt, Willlams, and it was cleverly 
done—first, because by opening near the 
end of the month the company will have 
time to arrange things nicely before the 
beginning of a new month; secondly, by 
opening at noon it will allow the office 
forces of the main office and the three 
branches to spend all the forenoon get- 
ting ready for the resumption of busi- 
ness; thirdly, by opening on Thursday 
the company will have the end of the 
week, when there is no business, to pre- 
!pare for the rush of business that always 
occurs In a trust company on Monday 
mornings. Mr. Williams fixed the date 
and hour to avold any flurry, which might 
otherwise have occurred. We might have 
opened on the first of the week, but then 
there would have been a scramble. Then, 
too, by fixing the date on March 26 the 
new Boami of Directors will have time to 
get established and become well organ- 
ized.”
